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Snipers—Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
New Orleans sniper shooting 
prompted 
new 
congressional 
calls Monday for making it a 
federal crime to kill or assault 
police or firemen while they’re 
doing their duty. 


“The tragic situation in New 
Orleans which finds policemen 
and firemen under deadly at­ 
tack from sniper fire illustrates 
the compelling need” for such 
legislation, said Rep. Richard 
H. Ichord, D-Mo., chairman of 
the 
House 
Internal 
Security 
Committee. 


“In the unprovoked slaughter 
taking place in New Orleans,” 
Ichord said in a statement to a 
reporter, “it appears that the 
attackers will be apprehended 
or killed by the state law en­ 
forcement officials.” 


But, he added, “in all too 
many cases, the assailants flee 
the scene of the crime so rapid­ 


ly that federal assistance is 
desperately 
needed 
to 
bring 
them to justice.” 


Sen. James 0. Eastland, D- 
Miss., chairman of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, said Con­ 
gress should act at once to 
make attacks on police a feder­ 
al crime and to restore the 
death penalty for killing law­ 
men. 


Eastland said the New Or­ 
leans 
killings 
afford 
“ample 
evidence that a nationwide con­ 
spiracy exists to kill police­ 
men.” 


Eastland said he believed his 
committee could act on his pro­ 
posals 
promptly without any 
hearings. 


Sen. Richard S. Schwsiker, 
R-Pa., said “continued attacks 
on policemen necessitate imme­ 
diate passage by Congress of 
legislation to make the killing 
of policemen a federal crime.”

SAN FRANCISCO 
(AP) 
- 
“Freedom Schools” in China­ 
town, 
organized 
by 
Chinese 
parents opposed to integration 
busing, are facing difficulties 
after 16 months* operation. 


Parents in the 17-block neigh­ 
borhood—the 
largest 
Chinese 
community outside Asia—set up 
the private grade schools in the 
fall of 1971 after losing their 
battle against busing. 


A federal court order in the 
summer of 1971 would have 
forced half of Chinatown’s 3,000 
elementary school children to 
ride the bus to other parts of 
the city. 


Chinese 
parents 
said 
they 
were 
not 
opposed 
to 
in­ 
tegration, 
but 
wanted 
their 
youngsters to 
attend 
schools 
near their homes, where their 
Chinese 
heritage 
could 
be 
taught and preserved. 


Now three of the seven origi­ 
nal schools have closed, enroll­ 
ment has dropped by more 
than 
half 
and 
tuition 
has 
tripled, Mid Dr. Dennis Wong, 
one of the leading organizers. 


But 
the 
Chinese 
Parents 
Committee, 
organized 
five 
months ago to run the schools, 
has voted to keep the remain­ 
ing schools open at least until 
June. 


“We have had our setbacks, 


but we are also very deter­ 
mined to 
fight it—busing—to 
the end,” said Wong, a phar­ 
macist and father of three who 
heads the parents’ committee. 


Also, 12 of the 16. teachers 
hired last September have been 
replaced. 
Wong 
said 
eight 
teachers resigned, others were 
fired. 


The teachers who resigned 
accused the parents’ committee 
in letters of “inefficiency” and 
putting emphasis on 
“propa­ 
ganda” and not enough “quali­ 
ty education.” 


“After 
I 
was 
there 
two 
months it became obvious to 
me that the committee was not 
really interested in quality edu­ 
cation,” said Celeste O’Keefe, a 
former teacher. 


Wong argued that the com­ 
mittee 
accepted the resigna­ 
tions when the teachers “tried 
a power play” to take over con­ 
trol of the schools. 


Enrollment in the schools has 
dropped from 1,500 to 60. How­ 
ard Clay, supervisor of school 
attendance for the San Fran­ 
cisco School District, said he 
estimates about 1,000 of the 
Chinese children have returned 
to public schools. 


Tuition has increased from $5 
to $15 a month per child, Wong 
said. 


Laird— S. Vietnam 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sec­ 
retary of Defense Melvin R. 
Laird told Congress Monday 
South 
Vietnam 
is 
virtually 
ready to take over the war if 
peace talks fail. But he said 
U.S. forces won’t leave until 
American 
prisoners' are 
re­ 
leased and missing GIs 
ac­ 
counted for. 


Contending South Vietnam’s 
military 
capability 
will 
be 
greater than Hanoi’s, Laird told 
a questioner: “I cannot say to 
you the South Vietnamese will 
never go North.” 


But the defense chief told the 
House Armed Services 
Com­ 
mittee 
Saigon 
is 
not 
being 
equipped to take over bombing 
of the North. 


“Should 
negotiations 
fail,” 
Laird 
added, 
“Vietnamization 
makes possible the complete 
termination of 
American 
in­ 
volvement in the war, contin­ 
gent always on the safe return 
of American prisoners of war 
and an accounting for those 
missing in action throughout In­ 
dochina.” 


Laird said the massive two- 


week U.S. bombing of Hanoi 
and Haiphong last month was a 
return 
to 
President 
Nixon’s 
May 8 policy of bombing and 
mining 
the 
North 
until 
it 
agreed to negotiate an inter­ 
nationally 
, supervised 
cease­ 
fire, the release of POWs and 
an accounting of missing Amer­ 
icans. 


He promised that “complete 
information” on the bombing 
will be given to the House Ap­ 
propriations and Armed Serv­ 
ices committees in a closed ses­ 
sion Tuesday by Adm. Thomas 
H. Moorer, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


Laird’s, comments on Vietna­ 
mization were interpreted by 
several 
congressmen 
at 
the 
hearing to mean the key to a 
peace 
settlement 
in 
the 
re­ 
sumed Paris negotiations in an 
agreement by Hanoi to release 
American 
prisoners 
and 
ac­ 
count for the missing. 


But the secretary refused to 
confirm that, saying he would 
make no comment that could 
“in any way jeopardize the 
talks in Paris.”

Syrian-Israeli 
Border Steams 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Israel 
and Syria battled with tanks 
and artillery along the cease­ 
fire line Monday after Israeli 
jets knifed deep into Syria four 
times and shot down six MIG21 
jets, the Israeli command said. 


The command said all its jets 
returned safely after four at­ 
tacks. 
Damascus 
radio 
said 
Syria 
lost 
three 
jets 
but 
knocked down four Israeli fight­ 
ers — two in dogfights and two 
by ground fire. 


Damascus radio claimed Syr­ 
ian forces wiped out 15 Israeli 
tanks, 10 artillery positions and 
two heavy machine-gun nests 
and destroyed Israeli posts in 
11 
villages 
along 
the 
Golan 
Heights cease-fire line. 


The Israeli command said it 
destroyed six Syrian tanks. The 
fighting broke off after sunset, 
a Syrian communique said. 


Israel said the air attacks 
were 
in 
retaliation to three 
shooting 
incidents 
along 
the 
cease-fire line over the week­ 
end. The frontier has erupted 
off and on with heavy fighting 
since September when Israel 
began 
reprisal 
raids 
against 
Syria for harboring bases from 
which guerrillas attacked. 


Israel claims 9,000 guerrillas 
are based in Syria and holds 
Syria responsible for their ac­ 
tions. The artillery battle on 
the

Heights 
lasted 
3 
hours and 20 minutes. 


Tanaka Nosedives 
In Japanese Eyes 


TOKYO (AP) - The honey­ 
moon has ended for Kakuei 
Tanaka, 
ranked 
only 
three 
months ago as Japan’s most 
popular prime minister since 
World War II. 


There has since been a no­ 
ticeable cooling of public senti­ 
ment 
toward 
the 
55-year-old 
leader 
whose 
humble 
back­ 
ground once encouraged pre­ 
dictions he would be “a prime 
minister of the people.” 


When Tanaka took office six 
months ago he was hailed as 
the answer to Japan’s prob­ 
lems. Today many express dis­ 
appointment. 


Tanaka 
and 
his 
ambitious 
program to remodel Japan with 
new highway construction and 
decentralization of industry are 


blamed for soaring land prices 
and living costs. 


Aashi Shimbun, Japan’s larg­ 
est newspaper, commented that 
“no Japanese Cabinet has ex­ 
perienced such a wide change 
in popular support and reaction 
during the first half-year in 
power as that of Prime Minis­ 
ter Tanaka.” 


Tanaka called a general elec­ 
tion in December only to have 
his 
ruling 
Lieral-Demoeratic 
party’s majority drop from 297 
to 284 in the 491-seat lower 
house of the Diet, Japan’s par­ 
liament. The opposition Social­ 
ists and Communists boosted 
their total strength from 101 to 
157.

High Court Ponders 
Quickness Of Trials 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court Monday agreed 
to 
decide 
whether 
prisoners 
who were denied a speedy trial 
are entitled to have their con­ 
victions set aside . or only to 
have their sentences reduced. 


In the case accepted Monday 
for review later in the term, 
the U.S. Circuit Court in Chi­ 
cago ruled'the government had 
been 
unreasonably 
slow 
in 
bringing a local man to trial 
for auto theft and ordered his 
sentence reduced by 10 months. 


The Ft. Leavenworth, Kan., 
prisoner, 
Clarence 
Eugene 
Strunk, 
appealed 
to the 
Su­ 
preme Court, arguing that un­ 


der the Constitution’s guarantee 
of a speedy trial “the con­ 
viction itself was no longer va­ 
lid.” 


Strunk, a carpenter, was sen­ 
tenced to five years in prison in 
1971 for taking a stolen station 
wagon from Oconomowoc, Wis., 
to Mt. Vernon, HI. The Justice 
Department, 
in opposing the 
appeal, 
stressed 
that 
Strunk 
had conceded the 10-month de­ 
lay between his indictment and 
the trial did not hurt him in 
preparing a defense. At the 
time, Strunk was in prison in 
Nebraska 
for 
an - unrelated 
grand larceny offense.

- 
Heavily armed police rushed a 
rooftop hotel bunker Monday 
afternoon in a search for sni­ 
pers who killed six persons and 
wounded 17 others, but found 
no trace of gunmen. 


A room-by-room search of the 
hotel was begun Monday night, 
but there was no immediate 
sign of snipers. Police admitted 
there was a chance one or two 
snipers had escaped, or even a 
remote chance there was only 
one gunman. 


One sniper was killed Sunday 
night by police gunfire from a 
helicopter which swooped over 
the roof of the hotel. At that 
time, police thought there was 
a total of three snipers. 


Police Supt. Clarence Giar- 
russo said Monday night he still 


believed there were at least 
two snipers originally, but “if 
they don’t turn up anyone and 
there was another sniper, then 
he got away.” 


“If we don’t find 
anyone, 
then 
we’re 
going 
to 
admit 
something went wrong, possibly 
with us, and return to normal­ 
cy,” said Giarrusso at a news 
conference Monday night. 


"There’s a gamut of possi­ 
bilities 
ranging 
from 
police 
negligence to a superbrain sni­ 
per,” said Giarrusso.

Tho Gives Kissinger 
Icy Paris Reception 


PARIS (AP) — The talks be­ 
tween Henry A. Kissinger and 
Le Due Tho resumed Monday 
in an apparently icy atmos­ 
phere. An aura of grim con­ 
frontation hung over the new 
efforts to negotiate a Vietnam 
peace settlement. 


President 
Nixon’s 
security 
adviser and the North Vietna­ 
mese Politburo member con­ 
ferred for 4Vi hours in a Com- 
munist-owned villa in suburban 
Gif-sur-Yvette. 
It 
was 
their 
first meeting since the talks 
were suspended Dec. 
13 and 
President 
Nixon 
ordered 
re­ 
sumption of bombing attacks on 
the 
North 
Vietnamese 
heart­ 
land. 


For the first time, there were 
no smiles or handshakes be­ 
tween the two sides, and Tho 
left Kissinger standing on the 
doorstep for almost a minute 
without sending an aide to es- 
corjt him inside. 


Kissinger finally pushed open 


the door and walked in, follow­ 
ed by deputy assistant secre­ 
tary of Stale, William Sullivan, 
anti other aides. At the end of 
the meeting, the North Vietna­ 
mese again broke with long-es­ 
tablished 
custom 
and 
con­ 
spicuously failed to escort the 
Americans to the door. Kissin­ 
ger left grim-faced, without his 
familiar smile. 


As usual, there was no offi­ 
cial word on what 
was dis­ 
cussed, but the Hanoi tolera­ 
tion said the two sides would 
meet again Tuesday morning. 


Communist sources said pri­ 
vately that Tho’s snub to Kis­ 
singer was a reflection of the 
strong 
feelings 
aroused 
in 
North Vietnam by the bombing 
of 
Hanoi 
and 
Haiphong 
in 
which 
thousands 
of civilians 
were claimed killed or injured. 


Kissinger told a Washington 
news conference Dec. 1C> that 
he and Tho had worked out 99 
per cent of a cease-fire agree­ 


ment. He declined to give de­ 
tails of the one per cent still to 
he settled, hut it seemed clear 
that major issues of principle 
were involved. 


Nixon told congressional lead­ 
ers last, week' that the new ses­ 
sion 
of 
talks 
should demon­ 
strate 
fairly 
quickly 
whether 
Hanoi was prepared to nego­ 
tiate seriously on what the Un­ 
ited States regards as the three 
basic 
issues; 
the 
return 
of 
American prisoners, the right 
of South Vietnam to determine 
its own future and effective su­ 
pervision of a cease-fire agree­ 
ment. 


There has been little dispute 
here over the ultimate return of 
the prisoners, but Hanoi has al­ 
ways stressed that their return 
was conditioned on a general 
settlement regarded as satis­ 
factory by the Communist side.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sev­ 
en members of President Nix­ 
on’s White House or campaign 
staff were listed as potential 
witnesses as the Watergate af­ 
fair trial began Monday for 
seven men charged with break­

headquarters. 


The Nixon aides were among 
60 
witnesses 
which 
federal 
prosecutors planned to call in 
what 
is 
expected 
to 
be 
a 
lengthy trial stemming 
from 
the break-in and electronic bug­ 
ging 
of Democratic 
National 
Committee 
headquarters 
in 
Washington’s 
Watergate 
com­ 
plex. 


The defendants include a for­ 
mer White House consultant, a 
former official of Nixon’s re- 


election 
campaign 
committee 
and another man who worked 
at both places. 


Asst. U.S. Atty, Earl J. Sil- 
bert said among the witnesses 
he intends to call is Jeb Magr- 
uder, a former chief lieutenant 
in the White House commu­ 
nications office and a top offi­ 
cial of the Nixon 
campaign 
committee; Herbert R. Porter, 
who was in charge of the surro­ 
gate speaker program in Nix­ 
on’s campaign; Robert C. Odle 
Jr., personnel director of the 
Committee for the Re-election 
of the President; and Hugh W. 
Sloan, former treasurer of the 
Finance Committee to Re-elect 
the President. 


The jury selection is expected 
to take a week or more, and 


some 
1,000 
subpoenas 
have 
been issued for a special panel 
from 
which 
a 
jury 
will 
be 
drawn. 


Chief U.S. Dist. Court Judge 
John J. Sirica has ordered that 
tho jury be sequestered during 
the trial because of the con­ 
troversial and political nature 
of the case and the widespread 
publicity it has drawn.

Can You Be Cured Over The Counter? 


Two Philadelphia scientists have 
recently criticized the lack of effective­ 
ness of non prescription daytim e seda­ 
tives. And their revelations only add 
new fuel to the controversy ra^inir 
over nonprescription, over-the-counter 
drugs. 


The one who stands to benefit 
m ost from any stricter regulation of 
drugs is the consum er— the sam e con­ 
sum er who annually pays — millions 
of dollars for various types of patent 
medicines which do little m ore than 
lighten th e w eights of pocketbooks. 


In regard to th e recent sedative 
study, K arl Rickels, M.D., and Peter 
H esbacher, Ph.D., say th a t well-design­ 
ed and controlled studies of nonpre- 
scription sedatives are needed if the 
consum er is to be protected from drugs 
which m ay be ineffective and at tim es 
potentially dangerous. The report is 
published in a recent issue of th e Jour­ 
nal of th e Am erican Medical Assn. 


T heir study was a two-week trial 
of the relative effectiveness and safety 
of four products: Compoz, one of the 
large-selling nonprescription sedatives; 
aspirin, sometimes taken as a seda­ 
tive; L ibritabs, a commonly used pre­ 
scription daytim e sedative; and a place­ 
bo ( sugar pill” ) which has no medical 
effect other than psychological. 


N either Compoz nor aspirin had 
any b etter effect than the placebo as 
a mild sedative, the scientists report. 
The prescription sedative was much 


m ore e ffe c tiv e . 


The scientists studied 166 patient?» 
who suffered mild to m oderate anxiety 
symptoms, at tim es accompanied by 
depression or other emotionally caused 
complaints. N either patients nor doc­ 
tors knew which of the four products 
the patient was receiving. 


The study clearly indicated “the 
relative Ineffectiveness of Compoz and 
aspirin in the short-term sym ptom atic 
relief of mild to m oderate anxiety, ten­ 
sion and related complaints in private 
general practice.” 


In conclusion Rickels and H esbach­ 
er argue th at “ If clinical 
(hum an) 
trials are required to establish the effi­ 
cacy and safety of drugs prescribed 
under physician supervision, a require­ 
m ent th a t is clearly w arranted, then 
such trials may be all th e m ore neces­ 
sary in the ca.se of drugs taken w ith­ 
out such supervision.” 


A lthough over the past few years 
the 
Senate 
Monopoly 
Subcommittee, 
under the guidance of Sen. Gaylord 
Nelson, D-Wis., has done a lot of in­ 
vestigation in th e area of drugs, not 
enough of substance has been accom­ 
plished. 


Even with all the adverse publicity 
received by m any medications, gullible 
consum ers still shell out hard-earned 
riollars on drugs which are probably 
no more beneficial than a good dollop 
of chicken soup, taste worse and can 
do a lot more harm . 


Danger To Free Expression 


M embers of Congress swear, upon 
taking office, to uphold the United 
S tates Constitution., One of th e basic 
tenets of th a t document, indeed the 
very keystone of our dem ocratic so­ 
ciety, is its guarantee of freedom of 
thought and expression. Suppose, then, 
th a t someone were to charge an agency 
of Congress w ith a sustained cour.se 
of conduct tending to inhibit this free­ 
dom. 


M any would, no doubt wishfully, 
greet such a grave accusation with 
skeptical disbelief. B ut suppose, fu r­ 
ther, th a t the charge were advanced 
by 
knowledgeable 
men 
of 
excellent 
reputation. This would require th a t 
w hat they say be given a thoughtful 
hearing. 


This is exactly th e situation, now 
th a t a large group of law professors 
iand law school deans has aa.serted th at 
th e Internal Security Committee of the 
House of R epresentatives poses “a seri­ 
ous danger to freedom of expression.” 
T heir petition cannot be .shrugged off. 
neither by the public nor by the House. 


These 865 professors from 94 law 
schools 
(including the deans of 
13 
schools) uphold “the legitim ate use of 
legislative powers to deal with m atters 
of internal security.” W hat they object 


to is w hat the Internal Security Com­ 
m ittee does in the nam e of carrying 
out this task. 


The Committee, they charge, “has 
become 
a 
perm anent 
governmental 
m echanism, based upon a hardening 
bureaucracy of staff and files, designed 
to inve.stigate and record the political 
opinions and a.ssociations of American 
citizens, and to use the data so col­ 
lected to harass particular points of 
view which the com m ittee does not 
share. We subm it th a t this is not a 
proper institution to be m aintained by 
a legislative body.” 


The solution proposed by th e law 
professors’ group, which is called the 
National Committee A gainst Repres­ 
sive Legislation, is not original. On 
the contrary, it is a solution long urged 
upon the House by thoughtful persons 
who see the need to deal legislatively 
with internal security m atters but ob­ 
ject to the Internal Security Commit­ 
tee’s tactics. These legal experts rec­ 
ommend that the burden be shifted 
to the Judiciary Committee. It is a rec­ 
ommendation in which we concur. The 
Judiciary Com mittee’s broader base and 
perspective make it much b etter fitted 
lhan Internal Security to deal equitably 
with these concerns.

WASHINGTON (NEA) -E ven 
as they are beset by difficulties 
they did not expect to accom­ 
pany 
material 
well-being 
Americans plainly turn away 
from the idea that their “sys­ 
tem” should be drastically alt­ 
ered. Old laws of life mingle 
with new. 


So 
those who see “revolution” 
in the diecontent, the distrust, 
and the flailing of our institu­ 
tions just don’t gel it. 


In this time of swift change, 
quick answers are appealing, 
not only to simplistic radicals 
but to the millions in the mid­ 
dle courted for years by the 
purveyors of ea<^' living. 


But those some millions in the 
middle, like their counterparts 
in all ages, fear change even as 
they desire it. 
They 
dislike 
gross disruption. In this coun- 
t) v, people are terribly rootless 
anyway. They need anchors, re:- 
frrence points, havens. 


In their frustration they may 
fulminate against their institu­ 
tions, and thereby mislead hope­ 
ful 
revolutionaries. 
But 
they 
sense that they need these in­ 
stitutions — changed somewhat 
but not to um'ecognizable shape. 
They want stability and order. 


Their responses to oppressive 
bigness have 
produced some 
healthy “new h-eedonM,” like 
wider participation in politics. 
But they have also led to e.K- 
ce«ses which sometimes make 
them seem determined to 
be 
ungovernable 
The 
misguided 
haters of all order glorify these 
excesses. 
But 
the 
evidence 
mounts that more and more 
Americans are in fact sicken­ 
ed by them, and would welcome 
a new feeling of wholeness and 
order and direction in their 
lives. 


They have not been bleesed 
witi) leaders who can articulate 
their new problems, let alone 
propose solutions. Yet all blame 
cannot fall upon the politicians, 
or the managers of industry. 
The playwrights-'and other writ- 
eis find nothing new or reveal­ 
ing to say. Music has thinned 
dovyn to a few faint strains, lost 
in the thunderous, repetitive 
“rock” beat which surely is 
only a contrivance to fill a 
vacuum, a distraction of the 
ear from the fact that there 
is IK message. 


Our very gains, then have 
in critical ways been self-de­ 
feating. As the deeply percep­ 
tive historian, Daniel J. Boor- 
stin, obeerves, the “democratiz­ 
ing” of life has flattened out 
e.xperience. Television, travel, 
and abundance level the land­ 
scape. Excitement fades quick­ 
ly. The romance and drama 
of living vanish just as they 
are grasped. On just its sixth 
happening, man’s remarkable 
itin to tte moon i« taken by 
many like a tired rerun of a 
favored television serial. 


Thtrt 
an enormoua failure 
in all this. Is it the inevitable 


failure of affluence? Is there 
nothing to satisfy us, to chal­ 
lenge ue, after we have attain­ 
ed it? 


Some bright Americans do 
not think so. They are not the 
ones 
who 
say “return 
to 
nature,” with its cruelities of 
disease and discomfort. Or who 
talk of halting technology and 
freeing men from all restraint. 


They are men who suggest 
we must find wholeness and 
purpose in developing better our 
inner riches of mind and heart, 
searching for uncontrolled free­ 
dom hut for real individuality 
in special appreciation of the

lasting wealth of art, music, 
literature, 
and 
thought. 
Ail 
these realms have indeed en­ 
dured, and do offer immense 
reward. 


Thus enlivened in spirit, men 
may take new heart in tackling 
the “unchallenging” challenges 
of today’s many complex and 
perversely 
multiplying 
pro­ 
blems — which iK>w engulf and 
dishearten them. They may ac­ 
cept an old law of life. The pace 
of today notwithstanding, hu­

Law For 
Today 


Q. I have been told Uiat in 
case of injury a person may 
bring suit for damages against 
the responsible party anytime 
up to three years but, if the per­ 
son dies, there is no time limit 
on when his family may sue. 
Is that true? 


A. No, and many sad stories 
can be told by those who 
thought the law allowed mojre 
time for filing of personal in­ 
jury claims than it does. Ac- / 
tually, the best time to start 
proceedings, or at least to pre­ 
pare for them, is immediately, 
so that the circumstances can 
be investigated, evidence ob­ 
tained and testimony taken. 
Generally speaking, the limit 
the law sets for filing claims 
for personal injury is two years 
from the date the injury occur­ 
red. However, there are excep­ 
tions to this rule and most ex­ 
ceptions provide shorter — not 
longer — lunitations. Gener­ 
ally, the same rules apply to 
wrongful death but, again, there 
are many exceptions including 
those made u ^ r probate law. 
The best advice is to consult 
an attorney on this question.

Some of the 
ta.ste buds on the tongue enlarge 
and others decrease in size, 
causing a hill and valley effect 
which gives rise to the term. 


isn’t well understood in terms 
of defining any specific cause, 
and the treatment is even poor­ 
er. It is indeed fortunate that 
this problem isn’t a serious 
medical disorder, considering 
how little we really know about 
it. Mouthwashes are sometimes 
tried in the hopes of eradicating 
any 
non-specific 
infectious 
agent, and usually they don’t 
accomplish very much. Vita­ 
mins are sometimes tried be­ 
cause similar diswders related 
to 
vitamin 
deficiercies 
are 
sometimes observed. The most 
likely ones would be the vitamin 
B 
complex group^ 
and you 
might be well advised to take 
a daUy vitamin B complex tab­ 
let or capsule, but don’t expect 
too much. 


In additi(Hi to that you would 
be well advised to avoid the 
use of coffee, alcohol, tobacco, 
spices and hot irritating drinks. 


It seems to me that perhaps 
the most important thing that 
needs to be done has already 
been accomplished in your case, 
namely, making certain that 
you realize what you have is 
not “a life and death matter” 
and is not a serious health prob­ 
lem. 


The tongue is often a good 
indicator of health. When the 
doctor asks a patient to “stick 
out your tongue” he can learn 
a great deal. The cigarette 
smoker 
and 
coffee 
drinker 
usually have a stained tongue. 
The vitamin popper may have 
a red stain from the food- 
coloring dye in some vitamin 
capsules. A number of vitamin 
deficiencies 
can 
alter 
the 
appearance of the tongue. Per­ 
nicious 
anemia 
causes 
the 
tongue to be pale and smooth 
with characteristic changes. A 
furred tongue may be seen in 
digestive upsets or in mouth 
breathers (then the problem is 
finding out why the person 
breathes through the mouth). 
Ulcers of the tongue caused 
by various diseases are import­ 
ant.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Becoming an instant milKoiv 
aire 
is 
not 
quite 
the 
ex­ 
hilarating experience you would 
expect. Or so it occurs to the 
man who dhrected and co-wrote 
“The Godfather” on film. 


Francis Ford Coppola hasn’t 
seen all the money yet. But 
with “The Grodfather” soaring 
over the $100 million mark in 
rentals, there can be no doubt 
that the 
film 
maker’s 
per­ 
centage of the take will mount 
in the millions. 


You might think he’d be exu­ 
berant. 


“But it’s not quite what it 
seems,” said Coppola, a bulky, 
black-bearded man of 33. 


The reason has to do with the 
director’s 
rocky 
career 
in 
films. He started six years ago 
as one of the promising gener­ 
ation of university-trained film 
makers. In fact, his first film, 
“You’re a Big Boy Now,” con­ 
stituted his master’s thesis at 
UCLA. He then directed “Fi- 
nian’s 
Rainbow” 
and 
“The 
Rain People.” 


Coppola had the dream of es­ 
tablishing a colony of film mak­ 
ers away from the Hollywood 
Establishment. 
He 
induced 
Warner Brothers to back him 
in a San Francisco-based com­ 
pany. Things went wrong, and 
last year he 
found 
himself 
$300,000 in debt. He accepted 
“The Godfather” in hopes of 
solving his financial woes. 


“I not only had to pay back 
$300,000 to Warner Brothers; I 
had to pay another $300,000 that 
they 
wanted 
to 
cancel 
the 
deal,” said Coppola. “I’ve also 
got to pay taxes on all that 
money.” 


He admitted that future earn­ 
ings 
from 
“The 
Godfather” 
should establish his financial 
independence. 
But 
his 
new­ 
found 
wealth has its draw­ 
backs. 


‘It’s impossible for me to 
make a ‘small’ picture any 
more,” 
he 
complained. 
“To 
make one, the principals in­ 
volved must work for small sal­ 
aries, deferring payments until 
later. But how can I ask them 
to 
work 
for 
little 
money? 
They’d say, ‘But you’re rich!”’ 
Coppola who maihtains his 
home and office here, is now 
filming 
“The 
Conversation.” 
It’s his first movie since “The 
Godfather” and his first for the 
new Directors Company which 
he formed with William Fried- 
kin and Peter Bogdanovich to 
release 
through 
Paramount, 
Coppola 
calls 
it 
“a 
psy­ 
chological thriller about priva­ 
cy,” and it stars Gene Hack­ 
man and Robert Duvall. 


“This picture will cost about 
a million and a half,” the direc­ 
tor 
remarked. 
“That’s 
too 
much. I’d rather make pictures 
for $700,000, but I can’t do that 
any more. 


“The daily cost of a more ex­ 
pensive picture makes you a 
nervous wreck. You’re anxious 
not 
to 
make 
mistakes—you 
dare not make mistakes; and 
that’s when you make mis­ 
takes.” 


Coppola said he still hasn’t 
recovered from the tension he 
experienced during the early 
filming of “The Godfather.” He 
was fighting for his own surviv­ 
al. Displeased with the footage. 
Paramount was sounding out 
other directors to take over. 
Some of the crew members 
were openly antagonistic. He 
fired them, got the film on the 
right track and the rest ... 
, During the past year Coppola 
wrote the screen play for “The 
Great Gatsby,” staged a play 
and an opera in San Francisco, 
wrote and is directing “The 
Conversation.” 
He 
is 
un­ 
derstandably weary. 


"But in June I have to begin 
shooting 
‘Godfather 
Part 2,’ 
and I haven’t even started writ­ 
ing it yet,” he remarked, 


Mario Puzo, author of “The 
Godfather,” 
has 
written 
a 
screen treatment for the se­ 
quel, Coppola’s aim is to paral­ 
lel the careers of Al Pacino, the 
successor Mafia don, and—in 
flashback—Marlon Brando, who 
would play his own age, Brando 
is asking $500,000 plus 10 per 
cent of gross receipts. That 
might be too stiff for Para­ 
mount. 


“I hope Marlon does it,” said 
Coppola. “It would be a great 
stunt for him to go back in 
time and play Don Corleone as 
a younger man. Besides, how 
else can an actor pick up a 
sure two or three million?”

the cold. 


“Are you trying to pull my 
leg?” the President said the 
rookie agent asked one of the 
veteran agents. 


Nixon said he has given up 
celebrating most birthdays and 
now only makes note of the 
passing of decades for him.self, 
his family and his friends. 


He said he ex[)ects the first 
four years of his 60s, as he en­ 
ters his second term, “to be 
very interesting. I hope to do 
great things.” 


Mrs. Nixon, daughter Tricia 
and Julie, and close friend C. 
G. (Hebe) Rebozo of Florida 
are planning a family party 
with Nixon’s long-time personal 
secretary Rose Mary Woods to 
mark the occasion. 


Nixon said he is against gifts 
because he has just about ev­ 
erything he wants. But he ad­ 
mitted with a smile, “I nee<J 
ties. I can only wear them once 
or twice.” 


Nixon looked back on some of 
his milestone decades: at 20, he 
said, he was a junior in college, 
majoring in history and Eng­ 
lish, going out for football, “but 
I never made the team.” 


At 30, he said-he was in Bou­ 
gainville in the South Pacific 
during World War II. At 40 he 
had just lx!en elected vice pres­ 
ident. At 50 he had just been 
defeated for the governorship 
of California. And now at 60 he 
has just been re-elected for a 
’.second term as president. 


“A 
man can never judge 
what time will do,” the Presi­ 
dent said. He said he had neyer 
expected “least of all at 50 ... 
to be here at this time at 60.”

The officers climbed to the 
roof of the 18-story Downtown 
Howard Johnson

followed with repeated rounds 
of automatic fire. 


There was no immediate in­ 
dication that the fire was re­ 
turned. 


Three policemen fell, appar­ 
ently hit in the legs by ricochet­ 
ing bullets. None was believed 
seriously hurt. 


About 10 feet from the eleva­ 
tor shaft lay the body of a sni­ 
per, killed Sunday by police 
marksmen who flew over the 
rooftop in a Marine helicopter. 
The flight by the helicopter was 
one of several made in an at­ 
tempt to flush the gunmen out. 


The 
police 
remained 
clus­ 
tered around the bunker for 
about 15 minutes. They forced 
open two hatches atop the roof 
of the shaft, firing more shots 
into the bunker. 


Police appeared perplexed by 
the disappearance of the sni­ 
pers from the rooftop. There 
also was confusion about just 
how many snipers remained 
alive. 


“Where in the hell could he 
have gone?” asked Capt. Ed­ 
ward 
LaPorte. 
“They 
were 
there at 4 o’clock this morn­ 
ing.” 


CBS carried a 34-minute live 
broadcast of the assault, on na­ 
tionwide television. NBC car­ 
ried an 11-minute live telecast, 
starting after the main assault 
was over. 


There had been reports of 
gunfire and a woman being 
shot in another incident not far 
from 
the 
hotel, 
but 
police 
spokesmen later said the re­ 
ports were erroneous. 


The 
trouble began Sunday 
morning. 
Authorities 
were 
called to the hotel to put out 
small fires, apparently set by 
the 
gunmen. 
When 
firemen 
tried to put out the blaze, they 
were shot. 


Throughout 
the 
day 
and 
night, police tried to flush out 
the snipers—described by one 
witness as black men. The gun­ 
men first raced from floor to 
floor of the hotel, then took 
over the roof. 


The entire downtown 
area 
was cordoned off; public transit 
was halted at the edge of the 
battle zone; businesses urged 
customers 
and 
employes 
to 
stay home to avoid getting hit 
by the fire of the snipers who 
had long-range, automatic v/ea- 
pons. 


Windows in a building five 
blocks from the hotel were bro­ 
ken by gunfire. 


There 
were 
repeated 
ex­ 
changes of fire between the sni­ 
pers and police all day Sunday 
and through the night. One of 
the 
three 
policemen killed— 
Deputy Supt. Louis Sirgo—was 
shot 
while 
accompanying 
a 
group of officers searching for 
the snipers. 


The Monday 
afternoon as­ 
sault began with helicopters 
flying close to the roof. Firing 
from 
one of them, 
officers 
using 
high-velocity

guns blasted a hole in the con­ 
crete wall bunker which houses 
a boiler i-oom. 


Meanwhile, 
police 
sources 
close to the investigation told 
The Associated Press that the 
snipers have been identified as 
the gunmen who wounded a po­ 
lice officer as he answered a 
burglar alarm New Year’s Eve. 
The sources said that before 
beginning their siege at the ho­ 
tel Sunday the gunmen killed a 
witness 
who 
could 
identify 
them as the police assailants. 


The source, who did not iden­ 
tify the snipers by name, said 
they drove a stolen car to the 
hotel after shooting a grocer to 
death. He said they set fires on 
the top floors of the hotel to di­ 
vert police attention while they 
made their getaway.

chased them back up a parking 
ramp when they came down to 
retrive their stolen auto, which 
police had staked out. 


He said the snipers had been 
jailed in neighboring Jefferson 
Parish last week and in Dallas, 
Tex., a few days earlier—both 
times on gun charges. 


A sharpshooter watching the 
gunmen

telescope said the snipers were 
black, 
at least one with a 
goatee and an Afro haircut. 


The death of the sniper who 
was killed Sunday night came 
as the gunman leaped from the 
bunker to shoot at the Marine 
helicopter that hovered about 
30 feet above the roof. Police 
marksmen used AR15 automat­ 
ic rifles, pouring lead through a 
hole in the wall and hoping to 
hit someone with a ricocheting 
bullet.

Although the Sixth Amend­ 
ment has guaranteed criminal 
defendants a speedy trial since 
its ratification in 1789, the Su­ 
preme Court has been slow in 
defining its meaning. Only in 
1967 was the right held to be 
binding upon state as well as 
federal trials. 


In a second action, the court 
ruled 6'3 that statö supreme 
court judges may be elected 
from districts that are unequal 
in population. 


The unsigned, one-line deci­ 
sion agreed with a three-judge 
federal panel in Baton Rouge, 
La., that “the rationale behind 
the one-man, one-vote principle 
which evolved out of efforts to 
preserve a truly representative 
form of government is simply 
not relevant to the makeup of 
the judiciary.” 


Betty Wells, a Metairie secre­ 
tary, had challenged the elec­ 
tion 
of 
Louisiana 
Supreme 
Court justices from districts of 
differing size. 


The Supreme Court has ap­ 
plied 
the 
one-man, 
one-vote 
rule to federal and state legis­ 
latures and to school boards. 


Chief Justice Warren E. Bur­ 
ger and Justices William J. 
Brennan Jr., Potter Stewart, 
Harry A. Blackmun, Lewis F. 
Powell Jr., 
and William H. 
Rehnquist combined 
to limit 
the principle established bv the 
Warren court. 


Justices Byron R, White, Wil­ 
liam 0. Douglas and Thurgood 
Marshall dissented. 


The ruling has a direct im­ 
pact only 
in Louisiana 
and 
Maryland, they are the only 
states to elect justices of the 
Supreme 
Court 
from 
un­ 
apportioned districts. Six other 
states—Illinois, Kentucky, Mis­ 
sissippi, 
Nebraska, 
Oklahoma 
and South Dakota—have provi­ 
sions for reapportionment. In 
the 42 other states the justices 
are either elected at large or 
are appointed. 


The court also agreed to rule 
on methods used by the Food

There was no official word 
from Saigon that Thieu has 
changed his mind. But Tho as­ 
serted on arrival here Saturday 
that unless the United States 
accepted the October draft es­ 
sentially in its original form it 
would have to face a contin­ 
uation of the war.

CHICAGO (AP) - The Na­ 
tional Collegiate Athletic Asso­ 
ciation, assembling for its 67th 
annual 
convention, 
indicated 
Monday night it probably would 
be unable to act on its expected 
investigation of alleged South­ 
western 
Louisiana 
basketball 
team violations of the NCAA 
code. 


The 
NCAA’s 
policy-making 
council met Monday in spade­ 
work on the convention, which 
begins Thursday, and a spokes­ 
man admitted the NCAA has 
started inquiry into basketball 
practices at nationally eighth- 
ranked Southwestern Louisiana. 


“We can’t do anything in the 
case until a federal district 
court restraining order is lift­ 
ed,” said Warren Brown, NCAA 
executive director in charge of 
enforcement. 
j Brown said that the NCAA’s 
' legal counsel was hopeful it 
could act officially in the case 
sooner than Jan. 15, the date 
specified in the restraining or­ 
der imposed by a U.S. District 
Court in Lafayette, La. 


"The NCAA has started an 
inquiry but no conclusions have 
been made yet . . . no action 
will be taken until the restrain­ 
ing order is lifted,” Brown 
said.

Two 
Louisiana 
newspapers 
reported that the Southwestern 
Louisiana team has been ac­ 
cused of 125 recruting viola­ 
tions. 


Coach Beryl Shipley, whose 
team played in New York Mon­ 
day night, has vehemently de­ 
nied charges that he recruited 
illegally. 


As the vanguard of more 
than 700 expected delegates ar­ 
rived for the three-day session 
this week, NCAA President Dr. 
Earl M. Ramer of the Un­ 
iversity of Tennessee said the 
council was “very fuch con­ 
cerned with the mounting costs 
of 
college 
athletic 
adminis­ 
tration and anxious to cope 
with the problem.” 


The convention will consider 
a record 108 amendments with 
the first voting session moved 
up to the opening day in a 
change of format. 


Voting on all amendments 
previously was confined to the 
final business session of the 
convention. Ramer, who said 
the council reviewed Monday 
most of the proposed legisla 
tion, listed the major proposal 
the division of the NCAA’s 
membership into two divisions 
for some legislative consider» 


Ramer said the divisional 
proposal would be voted on Fri­ 
day and the results would de­ 
termine largely the success of 
several other major proposals. 


One deals with financial aid 
and the basis of need. Another 
would make standard entrance 
intent affecting recruits at all 
member schools. 


Also a prime subject was ex­ 
pected to be the so-called 1.6 
academic rule, 
getting min­ 
imum grade performance for 
incoming athletes. 


Ramer said that he person­ 
ally retaining the much-criti­ 
cized 1.6 rule as a “uniform 
academic 
floor 
despite 
dif- 
fuclties in administering the 
rule.” 


Another 
amendment 
which 
may be considered first would 
retain the 1.6 rule but permit 
an incoming athlete to receive 
financial aid for one year if he 
fails to meet the 
entrance 
standard. The rule would re­ 
quire the athlete to refrain 
from athletic competition for a 
year. 


If restrictions on the numbers 
of tenders and grants on the 
basis of need are adopted, Ra­ 
mer said, this would resolve 
the so-called red shirting con­ 
troversy.

You have to see Pat Fischer 
to believe him. He makes his 
living two ways—as a 5-9, 168 
pound comer back with the 
Washington Redskins and as a 
5-9, 168 pound stock broker with 
Hornblower, Weeks, Hemphill 
and Noyes and Company in 
Waihington. 


Tlie 3-year-oki Fisdier does 
a good job for the brokerage, 
but an even better one for the 
Redskins. H itt’s 
where 
most 
people know him best from, 
anyway. 


It's difficult, nearly impossi> 
ble, to go out and watch the 
Redskins 
without 
becoming 
immediately aware of Fischer. 


The firtt thing you notice 
about him is his size, the 
second 
is 
his 
remarkable 
aggressiveness and the third is 
his incredible ability to bring 
down the John Brockingtons, 
the John Riggins, the Calvin 
Hills and whomever without 
getting killed. 


Fischer is used to people 
asking him how he keeps from 
being dismembered.

They’re 
moving, and in order for them 
to block me, they generally 
have to get real low and be 
much more agile than they are. 


“Football really is a game of 
angles or leverage and that 
works to my advantage.

League. 


Ending week» of speculation, 
Paterno shocked many people 
Saturday morning when he told 
newsmen, “I’ve decided to re­ 
main at Penn State.” 


The 46-year-old Paterno re­ 
jected 
an 
offer 
to 
become 
coach-general manager of the 
New England Patriots of the 
NFL. The offer included 
a 
stock interest in the franchise. 


A source close to the un­ 
iversity said the total package 
was just short of $1.25 million 
over five yeare. 


Paterno said his main reason 
for turning down the plush Pa­ 
triots’ offer was an aversion to 
becoming a coach whose life 
revolved around winning and 
losing. He envisioned himself 
as wore than just a coach. He 
said

rather 
influence 
young man than build a pro 
football winner.

It found that 
40 per cent of stockholders 
spent five minutes or less and 
that 15 per cent don’t read their 
reports at all. 


Fred Foy, former chairman 
of Koppers Co., analyzes the re­ 
port in the current' Harvard 
Business 
Review 
and 
gives 
them low, low marks. In effect, 
he maintains that the poor 
readership is justified. 


It appears, he suggests, that 
the planners and writers of re­ 
ports fail to analyze their po­ 
tential 
readership. 
And 
as 
media 
people 
today 
realize 
acutely, any publication that 
goes unread is soon dead, even 
if not so declared. 


“They seem to edit pretty 
well for the in-depth people but 
pretty badly for the once-over- 
lightly, once-a-year stockholder 
readers,” Foy states and then 
asks: 
“How 
do 
we 
reach 
them?” 


The solution, he believes, is 
to highlight the year’s activities 
in single paragraphs for the 15- 
minute readers, with notations 
to security analysts and others 
that an expanded version can 
be found on inside pages. 


Among 
some 
other 
sins: 
While poor in communicating 
the good news, annual reports 
often relate no bad news at all; 
they 
don’t 
give 
divisional 
breakdowns; they do very little 
to reveal the human side of 
management. 


Management, 
almost 
every 
security analyst will agree, is 
one of the most important con­ 
siderations 
to 
evaluating 
a 
company. In fact, some main­ 
tain, 
management is every­ 
thing—that a company is noth­ 
ing but management. 


But most annual reports, Foy 
observes, do little more than 
list top management and direc- 
toral changes during the year, 
listing uninteresting and maybe 
meaningless 
job 
labels 
and 
dates in chronological order.

Wherever the hos­ 
pital, bills tend to be bigger 
in the larger hospitals, which 
maintain more specialized fa­ 
cilities and services. 


That may come as a shock, 
if you haven’t paid a hospital

recently.

It’s a common mistake to try 
for “complete coverage” — try­ 
ing to plug all the holes, large 
and small, to achieve what the 
insurers call “first-dollar cover­ 
age.”

It’s like buying auto 
insurance thiat would pay for 
a wash job whenever the car 
gets splashed with mud. 


What both the car owner and 
the hospital patient need is pro­ 
tection against the bills of sev­ 
eral hundreds—or several thou­ 
sands—of dollars, which can 
spell financial disaster. 


In the health field, that means 
major medical insurance. After 
your basic coverage stops pay­ 
ing the bills, major medical 
starts. Generally there is a de­ 
ductible—a no-pay gap—of $100 
or $200; thereafter a major 
medical policy typically pays 
75 or 80 per cent of the pa­ 
tient’s expenses. 


If, for example, you had bills 
for $1,500 of charges not covered 
by the basic policy, major medi 


past Mven years-enough to cal would typically reimburse

For the average patient, in 
1971, private hospital insurance 
covered 36 per cent of the bill, 
again according to SSA figures.

Walker grinned broadly and 
emphasized every word as he 
swore to do his job “to the best 
of my ability.”

were Michael J. Howlett as sec­ 
retary of state, William J. Scott 
for a second term as attorney 
general, George W. Lindberg as 
comptroller and Neil F, Hart- 
igan as lieutenant governor. 


The

Walker’s 
hometown, 
Deerfield, 
played 
for the ritual and Gwendolyn 
Brooks, poet laureate of Il­ 
linois, recited her composition 
“Aurora.” 


It said in part; “It is a giant 
hour. Nothing less than giant- 
hood will do.” 


Walker said that the “most 
serious dilemma we face” is a 
loss of faith by the citizens in 
their government. 


“If our citizens continue to 
lose their sense of faith, it can 
strike at the heart of democra­ 
cy,” he «aid, “For if we no 
longer believe that the people 
we choose can govern us, we 
are really saying that we no 
longer believe in our own (Ca­ 
pacity for self-government.

said, “My deepest resolves as 
governor of Illinois will be to 
sweep the arrogance of bureau­ 
cracy from the halls of power, 
to let the voice of the people be 
heard once agam.”

turn to the towns and farms 
and cities of Illinois,” 


“I 
will hold 
accountability 
sessions on a regular basis so 
that the people whose govern­ 
ment this is can tell me what 
we have done and have not 
done,” he said, 


“These sessions will not be 
held behind closed doors or 
only for those with special pow­ 
er and office,” he said, “They 
will be open to every citizen 
who wishes to be heard.” 
Walker promised to search 
for “better ways to deal” with 
the problems closest to the 
people. 


“These are the ones which 
too frequently get buried tnder 
the business of government,” 
he said. 


Walker also had a word for 
“those who have grown rich on 
the public dollar.” 


“To . . , those who have won 


secret grants and contracts, to 
those in government who put 
themselves 
first 
and 
the 
taxpayers 
second—to 
you 
bring my first message from 
the people of Illinois: The free 
ride is over,” 


After the ceremony, the Wal­ 
kers made a brief inspection of 
the governor’s office, the larg­ 
est in the Statehouse, 


Then, flanked by his newly 
acquired team of bodyguards, 
the new governor climbed into 
his limousine and was whisked 
the four blocks to the Executive 
Mansion to attend a reception 
for his inaugural committee.

mittee” was billed as the plan­ 
ning body of the inauguration, 
the event actually was mapped 
out by Walker’s political ad­ 
vance staff, headed by Rich 
Block, 


Like a campaign rally, it was 
timed to the smallest detail. 
Three separate balls were 
scheduled 
for 
inauguration 
night, with television coverage 
planned for the one in the state 
Armory. 


The other sites were the Cen­ 
tennial Building and the ro­ 
tunda of the Statehouse.
